USE 


The N95 Disposable Respirator is suitable for single shift use only. 


STORAGE 


e The N95 Disposable Respirator should be stored in a dry and uncontaminated 
environment between temperatures of -10 to 40 degrees C. 


e The N95 Disposable Respirator should not be stored for extended periods in 
direct sunlight or beyond the specified shelf life. 


e If stored under conditions other than specified by the manufacturer the shelf 
life of the mask may be affected. 


ADDITONAL WARNINGS & LIMITATIONS 
DO NOT use the N95 Disposable Respirator if: 


e the air quality, the atmosphere or the type of hazard are unknown. 





e the atmosphere is oxygen deficient (<19.5%).
